Public Charities. 


The preliminary report of the Boarc 


of Public Charities of Pennsylvania has 
been placed on our table by Dr. J. IV. C 
O'STeal, a member ot the Board. From 
the report of Mr. Cadwalader Biddle 
General Agent and Secretary, we take 
the following paragraphs: 


"A careful inspection of the average 


county jail of the state reveals a sad con 
dition of afiairs, and an almost ".entire 
perversion of the real usefulness of prison 
life. Under the charge of a county offi- 
cer who can, under the law, remain an 
official but three years and may then be 
succeeded by one selected, not for • skil 
or ability, by reason of political popular- 
ity, or in return for party service render- 
ed, there is a constant change in methods 
of management, of government and ol 
general system. A conscientious anc 
care-taking sheriff of this year may be 
followed in the next by a careless, indo- 
lent officer,who simply regards his prison- 
ers as necessary encumbrances, or who 
sitedown to calculate carefully how much 
of pecuniary advantage they may prove 
to him. ^Nothing, in the majority o1 
cases, is done for or with the criminals 
to fulfill the true punitive or reformatory 
intention. Confined by night in thefr 
cells, the prisoners are in the early morn- 
ing hours released and permitted to con- 
gregate in the prison corridors to while 
away the tedious hours of imprisonment 
by card playing, rehearsing the incidents 
of their criminal career, singing obscene 
and ribald songs, and, worst of all, plan- 
ning future villainy for the time when 
they shall again be free. The worse the 
criminal the greater the hero, and many 
a young man who enters prison for his 
first infraction of the law (and possibly 
a slight one), emerges with a greatly in- 
creased knowledge of crime, and, possi- 
bly, an entirely changed outlook for the 
future. Labor of any kind, that which 
dignifies the man, is never for a moment 
considered, and he who ma- have gone 
into jail an industrious worker comes 
forth with habits of sloth and shiftless- 
ness stamped upon him for life, to be 
beureforth ranked with those who make 
society their prey, and to be permanent- 
ly enrolled among the criminal class. 
From such prisons, and from such in- 
mates, nothing can be hoped for, noth- 
ing can be expected but penitentiary life 
and discipline. While such conditions 
exist in our county jails, the penitentia- 
ries cannot fail to be filled to repletion. 
"How, then, may we hope to change 


such a state of affairs, and thus relieve 
the greater penal institutions't Simply 
by introducing radical reforms into the 
county jails, now the very nurseries of 
crime. Let prisoners be treated as such, 
and not as wards of a county, who may 
spend their terms of sentence in jails 
which have no restrictions save that up- 
on outdoorliberty. Bequire the prisoners 
to be imprisoned, let tlieir cells be their 
home, deny them the almost absolute 
license now accorded, and let the prison 
house be the abode or quiet, wherein the 
majesty of theoff ended law asserts itself, 
and where the inmate shall be made to 
realize that his crime has not made him 
a hero, but a personal offender. Above 
all, require from him labor of some form, 
something that will employ his hands, 
and thereby deter him from employing 
his brains in the formation of plans for 
future escapes and crimes. Send him 
forth, not a shiftless encumbrance upon 
society, but a man who by his labor has 
formed and confirmed himself in habits 
of industry, and who has, to pome extent 
at least, kept step with ms fellow-labor- 
ers in the outside world. In a prison so 
conducted long term sentences could 
well be served, and the convicts sent to 
the penitentiaries would be only such as 
have committed the "more flagrant offen- 
ses and needed to have a salutary lesson 
for themselves, and to be a warning to 
their fellow law-breakers. Such a sys- 
tem, if adopted, would cause, each year, 
fewer inmates to be presented for the 
penitentiaries, and thus speedily reduce 
their population to its proper limits. In 
using the word speedily we speak neither 
over sanguinely nor extravagantly. 
• "In at least four-fifths of the jails of 
this state prisoners, young and old are 
confined for terras of less than one year's 
duration, as well as whiist awaiting trial. 
They are allowed to congregate in the 
corridors, passing their time in absolute 
idleness or in worse than idleness. Many 
of them are lads of tender years, con- 
victed of the heinous offense of stealing 
a ear ride, or possibly, that of plucking 
an apple from a tree, who are frequently 
found playing cards with, and listening 
to the conversation of men steeped in 
crime. How absurd it seems to provide 
at great expense school houses in which 
children shall be carefully educated, and 
then allow one class of them to be 
brought up amid associations sure to 
lead to crime. That this should be the 
case in Pennsylvania is unaccountable, 
as our state can lay claim to the posses- 
sion of several county jails whose govern- 
ment and general character are unsur- 
passed."

About a dozen different railroads are en- 
gaged in the milk carrying trade, while 
boats and other conveyances bring in 
about 20,000 cans daily. The freight 
runs from thirty-two to twenty-eight 
cents per can, and is paid by the dealers 
or parties to whom the milk is shipped. 
The price of milk is fixed by the New 
York Milk exchange.

Discoverer of the Steam Engine. 
There lived in Normandy,'where ho 


was born in 1570, a man named Solomon 
Cans. He was an engineer and archi- 
tect, and had held several important 
positions. He wrote a great many scien- 
tific works and papers, of which, how- 
ever, no one took much notice during 
his life, and finally was seized with an 
idea which made his friends and rela- 
tives fear that he was mad.

In time Solomon 
Caus was as mad as every one believed 
him.

Thimbles.

up the history of the curious b'ttle bell- 
shaped indented piece of metal your wear 
on your finger when sewing, and which 
you are contented to call your "thimble." 
It is a Dutch invention, and was taken 
to England in 1695 by one John Loft- 
ings.

Formerly it was 
made of brass and iron only, but of late 
years steel, silver, gold, horn, ivory, 
celluloid, and even pearl and glass have 
been used in its manufacture. A thim- 
ble owned by the queen consort of Siam 
is shaped like a lotus, of solid gold, 
thickly studded with diamonds, which 
:ire so arranged as to form the lady's 
name and the date of her birth and mar- 
riage. Queen Victoria has a very val- 
uable gold and diamond-set thimble, 
upon which aie engraved many histori- 
cal scenes from English history.

Senator Grady's bill to wipe out the 


entire mercantile appraisement system 
passed second reading on Monday. 


Governor Pattison sent to trie Senate 


on Tuesday, in obedience to tbe resolu- 
tion asking for a statement of the ex- 
penditures of the Board of World's Fair 
Managers, a communication in which he 
submitted the statement of the Special 
Committee of the Board, made March 9, 
1893. Up to that date $143,771.94 had 
been paid out for all purposes. Con- 
tracts unpaid aggregated 172,618.17; the 
estimated expenses necessary to com- 
plete the work on present lines were 
*S3,609.S9. 


The House bill rendering women eligi 


We to the office of Notary Public was 
passed Bnally. 


Among the bills introduced were: Pro- 


viding Judges of Common Pleas with 
clerical assistance, at a maximum cost to 
tiie State of $500 for each Judge; making 
it unlawful to sell liquor within a mile of 
any camp-meeting; making the punish- 
ment for murder in the first degree 
either death by hanging or solitary im- 
prisonment at hard labor, and imposing 
upon the jury the duty of stating which 
punishment shall be inflicted. 


All but 10 of the 204 members of the 


House voted on tbe question of seating 
William H. Andrews, and the directions 
given in the matter by State Chairman 
Frank Reeder were carried out by a vote 
of 117 to 77. The Democrats, aided by 
vwelve Republicans, made a manly fight 
to unseat Andrews, but thev did not 
iiueceed. 
The Crawford County ex- 


•ftate Charman was given the regular 
title to the Representative's seat claimed 
bv the Democratic contestant, Wilbui 
P. Higby. 


Two more votes were added to the Re- 


publican ranks in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by the unseating of W. R. 
Bamhart and Eli Wangaman, Demo- 
crats, who bad received the original cer- 
tificate of election, and placing on the 
roll the names of TV. N. Porter and A. 
B. Hunter, Republicans, who were, on 
Monday, decided by Judge Doty, ol 
Westmoreland county, to have received 
a majority of the legal votes cast at the 
last gereral election. 


Ex-Speaker Hewitt, of Blair, tried to 


have tbe Democrats retained, contend- 
ing that the resolution under which this 
action was taken was too sweeping, be- 
cause it would be a final decision oi the 
case and deprive the Democrats of a 
right to contest before the committee on 
elections. By a vote of 122 to 60, a 
strict party vote, the Republicans were 
finally seated. 


The bill requiring School Directors or 


Controller to furnish free text books 
and other school supplies was discussed 
at length in the House, and passed 
second reading. 


The following bills were introduced: 


To ei-power Courts of Quarter Sessions, 
or any law Jndge thereof, to fix the place 
of holding the general election; to repeal 
the act of June 11,1891, enabling town- 
ships, adjoining boroughs and cities to 
hold elections within the limits of such 
boroughs and cities. Both of these bills 
are designated to affect the conditions 
growing out of the Andrews-High}1 
election controversy. Authorizing School 
Boards to levy a special tax for building 
purposes; providing that Constables who 
are required by law to visit once a month 
places where liquor is sold, shall be paid 
fifty cents for each place visited and six 
cents per mile for each mile traveled. 


The bill appropriating $163,000 for the 


re-equipment oi the National Guard 
came up as a special order, and passed 
finally. 


Our Washington Letter. 


r, March 17, 1893. 


Editor of Compiler: Senator Gorman, 


who was chairman of the caucus com- 
mittee that made the Senate committee 
assignments, and therefore in a position 
to know whereof he speaks, said, I am 
reliably informed, to a personal friend : 
"There has been a lot of nonsense talk- 
ed and printed about the positions upon 
the prominent Senate committees hav- 
ing been purposely arranged by the cau- 
cus committee so as to be antagonistic to 
the President. There is absolutely no 
foundation for any such statements. 
The assignments of the old Senators 
were made according to the well-known 
precedents which have governed such 
assignments ever since I have been a 
member of the Senate, and for many 
years before, and of the new ones ac- 
cording to the best judgment of the 
committee." 
Although Senator Gor- 


man did not intend his remarks for pub- 
lication, it is but justice to him and the 
members of the committee that they 
should be made public. This caucus 
committee had no authority to say that 
this or that Democratic Senator should 
not have committee positions to which 
they were entitled by seniority, because 
of their views upon this or that question, 
and had it attempted such a thing its 
work would have been repudiated by the 
caucus, which had to approve its repoit 
before it went into effect. It is only in 
Republican papers that there is any an- 
tagonism between President Cleveland 
and the Democratic Senators. No ad- 
ministration ever assumed office with a 
more harmonious party at its back than 
the present, and neither the President 
nor any prominent Democrat in Con- 
gress expects or sees any indication of 
anything to disturb the present pleasant 
relations between the President and the 
party, in and out of Congress. State- 
ments to the contrary, if run down, will 
be found in every case to have originat- 
ed either with a Republican or a jour- 
nalistic sensation monger. 


Certainly no one can raise any reason- 


able objection to the rule made by Presi- 
dent Cleveland that no person should lie 
sent as TJ. S. consul to an important 
commercial place who is not a thorough 
business man. 
It will not be necessary 


to go outside the Democratic party to 
find capable business men to fill every 
consulship maintained by the Govern- 
ment. 


Democrats should be extremely care- 


ful about accepting as true statements 
concerning the Intentions of President 
Cleveland which appear in Republican 
papers. A little consideration will con- 
vince them of the improbability of Re- 
publican editors and correspondents be- 
ing taken into the confidence of Mr. 
Cleveland. A case in point was the 
sending broadcast by Republican cor- 
respondents, a few days ago, of the posi- 
tive statement that Mr. Cleveland had 
saM that Democratic editors need not 
apply for office, as he had made up his 
mind not to appoint them. Now, Mr. 
Cleveland never said any such thing, 
and the nearest approach to a founda- 
tion the story had was the President's 
jocular remark to a Congressman that 
editors most take their chances with 
other applicants. In order to impress 
tbe falsity of this statement upon Dem- 
ocrats Mr. Cleveland took especial care 
that tbe first nomination of a postmaster 
sent to the Senate by him should be that 
of a Democratic editor— Mr. Robert B. 
Brown, of MeadvUle, Pa. 


If there had been any doubt of the 


wisdom of sending a commission to Ha- 
waii, which has been done by the admin- 
istration, it would have been dissipated 
by the talk of the Hawaiian Commis- 
skncn after they learned thatacout- 
miMfon would be sent to make an invest- 
igation. It is evident that they fear the 
molt of that Investigation; consequent- 
ly tiw sovpickm which has eusted for 


in the minds of a few people, 


tto whole busmen has been con- 


ducted upon a one-sided basis, is increas- 
ing very rapidly. Honest and straight- 
forward people never object to the most 
rigid investigation of their acts. It is 
always the other sort of fellow who 
draws himself up and asks, "Do yon 
mean to cast aspersions upon my honor, 
sir?" President Cleveland only wants 
what the people want, about this Ha- 
waiien business—the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, and ex-Congress- 
man Blount is just the man to get it. 


The best evidence of the confidence of 


the business men of the country in the 
Democratic administration is furnished 
by the steady increase of gold in the 
Treasury, which began with the swear- 
ing in of Democratic officials and has 
continued right along ever since. 


Now that the crowd left here by the 


inauguration has almost entirely gone, 
the President and tbs members of his 
cabinet will have more time to devote 
to their official duties, and the result 
will be a large number of appointments 
in the very near future. As soon as all 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the vari- 
ous departments are nominated and con- 
firmed, the applicants for position under 
them will have a chance to get their 
claims considered.

Apple-Tree Tent-Caterpillar. 


There are still a few weeks remaining 


teforo the opening of spring in which the 
orchardist may make such use of his time 
as Trill save him a good many days work, 
and a great deal of annoyance and loss. 
It he will go into his orchard, and open 
his eyes wide, he will most likely see a 
little belt about an inch long encircling 
the limbs of the trees, which if he re- 
moves he will find large numliers of eggs 
of the caterpillar. Xow is the time to 
cut off these rings and burn, rather than 
attempt to destroy them after they are 
hatched and at work upon the green 
leaves. 


It should be known that in proportion 


as the tree is stripped of its foliage so 
much will the loss be of fruit. The de- 
predations of this cormorant can now be 
prevented, later only mitigated. 


If, however, the matter is neglected 


until May, when the leaves are unrolling, 
they will commence to spin their webs 
and can readily be observed, if on a small 
branch cut oft and burn, this may cause 
some loss. The better way is to he at 
work as early in the morning as possible, 
and with gloved hands pull them oft and 
crush them under your feet. 


Mow please let your old rusty musket 


hang in its usual place and under no 
consideration use that to fire off their 
nests. You injure the trees, kill but. 
few, and scatter Hie balance all over the 
place, and give them an opportunity to 
get in some solid work for the next year. 
And then don't hunt up your old fishing 
torch and fill with kerosene and light 
that and attempt to burn them off. 
That don't pay. The injury to the 
young wood and leaves is more than you 
can afford. Go to work now and keep 
at it, in and out of season, and the re- 
sult will be satisfactory. I have no the- 
ory about this matter, only experience.

CASE or STREET TREES.—Street trees 


sometimes need pruning. If, however, 
they have been originally well selected a 
small knife will be all that is necessary 
for a few years to remove an occasional 
branch that starts out in the wrong 
place. There is rarely any necessity of 
cutting off a large limb. If this necessi- 
ty over does come the limb should be cut 
oH close to the trunk and the place 
smoothed over and painted, so that the 
vroort will be ultimately covered with 
healthy bark. "We have often explained 
that wherever a stub is Irft this must 
inevitably die, and as the trunk grows 
about it there will be a plug of rotted 
wood where the branch originally grew, 
and the disease will eat inward and 
downward as the water soaks in from 
without. After street trees have at- 
tained mature size pruning is rarely need- 
ed beyond the occasional cutting away 
of a dead branch or the removal of one 
which interferes with another.—Garden 
and Forest.

A NEW fodder plant, known as "Ser- 


•vadeHa," is being introduced from Ger- 
many. Tt thrives well on poor, sandy 
soils, makes good pasture and hay, and 
is highly relished by cattle. It produces 
two tons of hay in Germany, and is ex- 
cellent as a green manurial crop. The 
plant grows to the height of three feet, 
and has numerous side shoots. It is 
sown in the spring, like clover, about 10 
•marts of seed per acre being used. It 
can be mowed twice, and yet provide, 
late pasture. For sandy soils it is said to 
be excellent. The seed is sold by seeds- 
men, and should be tested on a small 
plot at first. 


GROWING CELERY.—At a meeting of 


Illinois horticulturists a successful celeiy 
grower advised trying celery on the new 
plan. The new plan, he explained, is to 
have the ground very rich, and plant it 
7 by 7 inches each way, with plants four 
to six inches high, wetting the plants 
well as fast as planted, to keep from 
wilting. The ground is kept free from 
•weeds and nicely cultivated. A special 
fertilizer is used several times during the 
season, soaking the ground well with 
water after each application. Success 
depends on rich ground, close planting 
and plenty of water. For a small fami- 
ly he suggested planting a space 4 by 16 
feet, which wi'l give about 200 plants. 
Put a board a Joot wide all around, aud

Education of Farmers.

SPKIXOS. 


It will not be necessary for me to de- 


fine tbe word Education, as you all, DO 
doubt, understand what that means. 
The education of farmers should differ 
but little, if any, from the education of 
any other class of artisans. It is sim- 
ply the expanding of the mind, the 
gathering of information and the prac- 
tical application of the knowledge ob- 
tained. 


If we would have educated farmers 


we must apply the same rules to them as 
we do to the followers of other avoca- 
tions in life. The minUter, the jurist 
and the physician must each pass 
through ? special course of study in or- 
der to prepare for his profession, and 
not only this, but if he means to be suc- 
cessful, continue that course of st'idy 
throughout tbe practice of his profes- 
sion. He takes advantage of the dis- 
coveries and intelligence of leading 
business men wherever it will help 
him; he goes down into the researches 
made by others in order to store his 
mind with knowledge. 
Take the suc- 


cessful business men of our day, aud 
who are they, and how have they 
achieved success ? I answer in two 
words: By education. Some of them 
almost unlearned, without the advant- 
age of a college or even a commercial 
.raining, have fought their way step by 
step until tbey hive become eminently 
successful, but weie they uneducated ? 
So, their education consisted in under- 
standing the principles of the business 
in which they were engaged, aud the 
strict adherence to that winch is prac- 
tical. They were deep thinkers, close 
observers and kept themselves thor- 
oughly informed of everything that 
jertained to or affected thmr business. 
Tbey took advantage of every means of 
information that came m their way, 
,io(l were always well informed in the 
movements ot the business world. 
In speaking of the need of special and 


general education by the farmer, Gov- 
arnor Foster says: The lawyer must 


and comprehend tbe principles 


of his professiOD before he can become 
successtul at the bar; the physician 
must become acquainted with the in- 
tricate machinery of the human system 
and the potency and mighty, powerful, 
efficient, efficacious effect ot his reme- 
dies before he seeks to relieve suffering 
humanity. Every profession requires 
that its followers be educated and 
learned in their respective spheres in 
order to succeed, and tbis is pre-emi- 
nently true of the farmer. 
The farm- 


er of to-day is quite a different indi- 
vidual from the [armor of years ago. 
To be a successful farmer to-day, one 
should understand both the science and 
the art of agriculture. 


Let us consider for a few moments 


the railway system of our country. The 
men controlling it have been educated 
in every particular branch of the busi- 
ness ; they have developed it step by 
step until now their great strides no 
longer excite surprise, 
Yet the most 


wonderful feature of the whole system 
is tne systematized plan of work. The 
building of a new line of road and tbe 
repairing of an old one, tbe grading of 
a mountain are brought down to a math- 
ematical calculation. Its managers can 
tell what will be gained or lost by 
tunneling a hill or going around it; 
what will be tbe advantage of using tbe 
different kinds of rails and other ma- 
terial; what kind of a bridge is best to 
be used at a certain place, and a thou- 
sand other things which enter into the 
details of tbe work. The secret of it is 
they have been educated in railroad 
tuanagement. If a farmer expects to 
be successful be must be an educated 
farmer. He must bring farming down 
to a system and understand exactly 
what he is doing. Tbe man who has 
neither tbe brain nor the energy to suc- 
ceed in any other occupation in lite 
will never be a successful farmer. 
Let farmers be educated in farming, 


just as men mother avocations ot life 
are educated in their particular busi- 
ness aud it will revolutionize the pres- 
ent system of husbandry in our couu- 
iry. Let us, in our imagination, with- 
hold the pioducts of tbe soil Irom the 
channels of commerce and note the re- 
sults upon tbe industries of our coun- 
try. 
How quickly would tbe great cen- 


ties ot trade be out ot business I Manu 
factures would languish aud die, grist 
mills would be idle, slaughter houses 
and stock yards would be without their 
daily supply ot fat stock, the thousands 
of men pealing bark and mauufactui- 
lug lumber would he looking tor other 
employment, our great trunk railroads 
would not need their striking engineers, 
and in fact, nearly half of the people of 
tbe country would have nothing to do, 
ni thmi! to wear and nothing to eat. 


1 have triud to show the dependence 


of all classes upon the products ot the 
soil, but we do not piesuuie, tor a mo- 
ment, that farmers can live aud prosper 
independent of other industries. 1)8- 
maud and transportation are as 
i in- 


important as production and supply. 
One cannot prosper without tbo other. 
llence, their interests are the same and 
a mutual and friendly feeling should 
always exist bet wen them. 


It farming would be reduced to busi- 


ness principles, and the question of ex- 
penses of piont and loss thoroughly un- 
derstood, then tbe farmer would soon 
come to understand what productions 
are profitable and what are not. 


We are not advocating fancy farm- 


ing, but we do urge the intelligent rais- 
ing of grain, fruit and stock. 
We in- 


sist that every farmer should be able to 
give the same idea of tbe advantages of 
raising the different kinds ot grain, 
fruit and stock that men in other 
branches of business have been able to 
give of the various details of their busi- 
ness. Not merely on assertion that he 
prefers tbis or that kind of gram ot 
stock, but his judgmentshould be based 
on tbe carefully studied facts of his ex. 
perience. He should be able to give as 
clear and as intelligent an account of 
bib business as the merchant, manu- 
facturer or railway manager. 


We will now consider, for a few mo- 


ments, the heaUhfuluess of our occu- 
pation, which l? a matter of great im- 
portance. 
We may watch the little 


child from the time it begins to creep 
over tbe porch in the morning sun and 
pure balmy air of the country, through 
tbe different stages of lite when it plays 
in the back yard and when it runs er- 
rands for its parents or when it is able 
to take an active part in tbe labors of 
the household or the garden, and we 
will find in every movement a tendency 
to develop a strong physical nature. 
And since the mind is always in sym- 
pathy with the body, it is not necessary 
to explain why so many of our great 
men in every profession can look back 
with pride and pleasure to their boy- 
hood days upon the farm. 
The influ- 
ence of country life upon the morals of 
society is an item we should never lose 
sight of. On tbe farm, the boys and 
girls are protected from the vices which 
are always to be found in cities and 
about all public works. 
They are 


largely under tbe care and influence of 
their parents, where their minds are 
imbued with that which is good and 
shielded from much that is wrong, and 
this early training, I dare say, will al- 
ways go with them into whatever occu- 
pation or station in life they may be 
found. 
How necessary is it that farmers 
should know and understand how to 
keep their soil in good condition and 
what crops are best suited to tbe differ- 
ent kinds o* soil, also to know what are 
tbe exhaustive qualities of the different 
crops. 
It is not a matter of raising a little of 


everything, but of raising that which, 
under his particular circumstances, will 
yield the most profit. 
The manufacturer can tell you what 


he can produce tbe different kinds of 
cloth for, tracing the cost from the time 
the wool is clipped or the cotton is 
taken from the field. The iron master 
can tell you what be can produce tbe 
different kinds of metal for, tracing 
each cost from the time the ore leaves 
tbe hill. Why should not tbe farmer 
be able to give a like account and cal- 
culation of all liis products ? Tbe ef- 
fect ot the season may vary tbe yield 
and price of tbe different products, bnt 
the comparative profile of the different 
grains and stock are something wbicb 
every farmer should be able to give and 
fully understand. 


Farming baa been too much regarded 
as a business requiring only bone and 
muscle. Farmers mast realize that la- 
bor is not tbe only essential; tbey

He will experiment 
ust as tbe chemist does. He must be 
>bservarjt. just its the student of nature, 
le must keep himself posted upon all 
he advanced id»as of the most intelli- 
gent farmers of the country and b; 
actual tests and experiments of his 
own, 


demonstrate whether their ideas are 
correct or not. He should read the 
staudard farming journals of the coun- 
try, just ns business men daily read and 
wotcb for the reports in their particular 
brunch of trade, 


Tbe education of farmers does not 


necessarily mean a regular course in 
college or other institution of learning. 
it floes not mean their advocacy of 
every visionary idea advanced by theo- 
-isis, but it does mean the reducing of 
arming to business principles; of rais 
DK the farmer up to 'he standard of ex- 
cellence ac which he will understand 
liow to farm systematically and intel- 
ligently. 
When this m accomplished 


farmers will understand that failures 
in crops rest more with themselves than 
with Providence, and their occupation 
will take its place as one of the moat 
bonorahle avocations of life. It will 
then no longer be a synonym of illiter- 
acy to be called a "hayseed," but to be 
called a farmer will be a recognition as 
one of the intelligent and substantial 
citizens of the land.

orable calling in the land than that of 
thb farmer, and his life, I assert with- 
out tear of contrddlction, is rendered 
douhly happy if he possesses the almost 
indispensable benefit of a cultured 
mmd.

With a history crowded with 


bi|>b resolves and noble deeds; with a 
population vutuoub, intelligent anc 
brave; with colleges, seminaries ant 
free schools flisbing their intellectua 
fires from every hill-top; with revealet 
religion shedding its serene influence 
over the rich and the poor—there is 
abundant hope that the educated farm 
er will go on conquering and to con 
quer, and continue to add fresh laurel 
to an occupation hallowed by the mos 
pleasant associations.
